COMMISSIONER 


Tho JOUBNAL some weeks ago pub- 


lished an article giving the details of 
the now notorious action on the so- 
called "Fumigation Bill." 
The order 


was given by the Chairman of the 
Botud of Commissioners to Dr. McN. 
Miller to proceed with the fumigation 
of certain rooms wherein a little child 
had died of scarlet fever. 
Dr. McN. 


Miller performed the duty and pre- 
sented a bill for $76 15, which was first 
laid over and subsequently passed 
unanimously by the Board of Commis- 
sioners. 
Later the claim was vetoed 


by Auditor Shearer and the Board sus- 
tained the veto. 


On the next morning after the bill 


had been passed the JOURNAL'S article 
appeared and Mr. Beck during that day 
addressed letters to Judge Chenoy and 
flou.T. V. Julien asking for an inves- 
tigation, and also one to 
Auditor 


Shearer recalling tb« bill. 
Tba last 


communication reached its destination 
too late, for the Auditor had already 
returned the bill with his reasons for 
its disapproval. 
About the same time 


Mr. Beck forwarded his resignation to 
Governor Sadler, the last clause of 
which reads as follows: 


"UnlebB such 
investigation 
shall 


find me blameless, or in case such in- 
vestigation shall not be had for a term 
of sixty days from date hereof, then, or 
in either event, you will consider this 
as my ffnal resignation and proceed 
under the law to appoint my succes- 
sor." 


On last Saturday a special session of 


the Grand Jury was called to inquire 
into "the charges" as interpreted by 
Mr. Beck, although no one had made 
complaint and the article in question, 
after a careful perusal by four able at- 
torneys, was pronounced free of any 
language that could be construed into 
a charge even by inuendo. 
Just why 


the Qraud Jury was so hastily sum- 
moned to inquire into this particular 
matter and within the limit of time 
prescribed in Mr. Beck's resignation 
was not explained in the report, and 
tho fact that only three days grace re- 
mained was very suggestive to say the 
least. 


The Grand Jury seemed to take the 


same view, however, that Mr. Beck had 
taken, that the JOURNAL had made cer- 
tain charges, etc. Now if the article 
contained charges against Mr. Beck, tho 
eame must have applied to Mr. Fraziar 
and Mr Hymers as wnll, but these 
gentlemen have not as yet posed as 
martyrs before the public. 


The JOURNAL denies that it made uny 


charges, but simply published the de- 
tails of the transaction, presenting the 
facts, which the Auditor's veto and 
subsequent action of the Board of 
Commissioners in sustaining his voto, 
bore out. 


Mr. Beck was not asked to resign 


and at the time that he filed his resig- 
nation, those connected with this office 
and who had been on very friendly 
terms with him thought it a foolish 
move, and a number of his most inti- 
mate friends advitied against such a 
proceeding. 
He was detrmined, how- 


ever, and whether Mr. Back is retained 
or an appointment of some one else 
ia made there will be more or less feel- 
ing if not unpleasant complications. 


If his resignation is to be considered 


as a basis on which final action must 
be taken, and if be is to be governed 
by the Grand Jury report, he certainly 
cannot feel that he is exhonerated or 
held "blameless," if he construes the 
JOURNAL article into charges, for the 
Grand Jury says, "we commend the 
action of the Auditor in refusing to 
draw his warrant in payment of this 
bill and believe there was no law 
authorizing its payment." If there was 
no law authorizing its payment, there 
was certainly no law authorizing the 
Board of Commissioners to contract an 
expense in the name of the county 
which could not be legally paid.

death of Dr. Ruiz, an American citizen, 
reports that the autopsy shows that he 
died of congestion of the brain. There 
was no proof positive of any as- 
sault. He declined to give any details 
of the investigation until the report is

CLICK MITCHELL, a Negro, made a 


criminal assault on Mrs. Gaumer, at 
Urbana, Ohio, but he will do so no 
more. A mob broke Into the

•where Mitchell was confined, took him 
out and hanged him to a tree in the 
court house yard. Two thousand citi 
zone took part in the lynching and 
made no attempt to disguise them- 
selves. The militia fired on the crowd 
killing two citizens and wounding nine 
others, one of whom will die. Had this 
occured in Alabama, there would hare 
been much adverse comment, but as it 
happened in Ohio, only regrets will be 
expressed. Mrs. Gaumer is a widow ol 
good reputation and about 45 years ol 
age. She is in a critical condition and 
may not recover.

Mr. Beck has for the past flfteen 
ears been denouncing other men as 
oodlera for acts of less importance 
ban the one he is guilty of, For all

dr. Beck in unmeasured terms, we 
oubt if Mr. Hymers ever so far forgot 
limself as to put his signature to a bill 
s flagrantly wrong as the Miller bill. 
Slot that Miller is not worthy his hire, 
o to speak, or that he should not be 
paid, but not until all other means are 
ixhausted should he be paid out of the 
county Treasury, 


We hear that Mr. Beck has sent his 


•esignation to Governor Sadler and 
'pulled out" in favor of J. E. Jones. 
How true this is the Ga;ette does not 
enow, but Mr. Beck was duly elected 
Jommissioner for four years, and for 
lim to get miffed and resign because 
one of his own acts has been criticised 
s babyish in the extreme, and we hope 
f the rumor is true Mr. Beck will lose 
no time in undoing his hasty action." 


Tho Gazette headed the Grand Jury 


report as published in its last Satur- 
day's issue as "Goodat Whitewashing," 
or words to that effect. 


The JOURNAL has no particular com- 


ments on the above. Bead one side 
and then the other, coming from the 
same source, the one condemns in un- 
measured terms the actions of Beck 
and Miller's bill as flagiantly wrong, 
and the other dodges behind the doubt- 
'ul proposition that people were excited 
and demanded 
fumigation of 
the 


•ooms; that the Grand Jury exonerated 
tieok, complimented Dr. Miller, and 
yet were a little inconsistent. In other 
words the Gazette slimes over the whole 
mess like a snake over a frog and 
swallows it. 


Some time in the early part of April 


scarlet fever broke out at the Claren- 
don Hotel and a death occurred. Peo- 
ple were, as usual in sucti cases, very 
much excited and demnmlml that the 
house bo fumigated t,o prevent tlie 
spreading of the disease. Mr. Beck, 
acting on his own motion nnd as a pri- 
vate citizen, and 
otbors urged Dr. 


Thorns, the attending 
physician, to 


have the matter attended to, and, to 
make a long story short, Dr. Thorns 
employed Dr. MpN. Miller to do the 
work. He did it most thoroughly and 
presented his bill to tho Commissioners, 
who at the April meeting allowed the 
bill. The JOURNAL came out the next 
morning with an item beaded "Boodle 
Kampant," and criticised Mr. Beck 
rather severely for allowing the bill to 
pass bin eagle eye. Mr. Beck evidently 
felt ^aggrieved at the criticismo, or, 
upon giving the matter more thought, 
concluded he had made a mistake, for 
he wrote a note to the County Recor- 
der asking him to return the claim 
pending its further consideration by 
the Board. 
He wrote a uote to Judge 


Cheney and the District Attorney do 
mandiug an investigation. 
He also 


sent the following letter to the Gover 
nor. 


Here followb Mr. Beck's resignation 


to the Governor, and then the Oaiette 
continues: 


The Grand Jury was called together 


on Friday, and while they said that the 
work was done by Dr. Miller in good 
faith and that the Commissioners acted 
for the best interests of the public in 
having the work done, and exhonerated 
Chairman Beck from any part he may 
have taken in the matter, it seems to 
the Gazette to be a little inconsistent, 
to say the least, to praise county otfi 
cials for something that seemed to be 
necessary, and then say it is without 
authority of law and should not be paid 
for. 
As we understand it, Mr. Beck 


paid a part of Dr. Miller's claim out of 
his own pocket. We think Mr. Beck 
was entirely too sensitive to criticism 
and that he should not have resigned 
conditionally or otherwise, after having 
bean elected by the majority he was. 


The Gazette does not kaow whether, 


in view of the fact that Mr. Beck re- 
signed pending an "investigation" by 
the Grand Jury, Governor Sadler will 
appoint a new Commissioner or not 
now that the Grand Jury has "investi- 
gated" and reported.
